KYLE KILLED BY 


Woman admits manslaughter, 
but denies she ever intended 
to end life with flailing moves

A YOUNG Banbury man was killed 
by a “hot headed” woman on the 
“spur of the moment”, a court 
heard this week. 

Natasha Capell denies murdering 
23-year-old Kyle Byfield at her home on 
April 16. But the mother-of-one admit- 
ted manslaughter during the first day 
of the trial on Monday. 

Prosecutor Alan Blake told jurors at 
Oxford Crown Court the stabbing was a 
“spur of the moment impulse” carried 
out by a “hot headed” woman who had 
been drinking. 

Adrian Redgrave, defending, told the 
jury: “She accepts it was her action 
swinging the knife that caused the 
death of Kyle Byfield. 

“She accepts that all sober and rea- 
sonable people would inevitably realise 
that her action must have inevitably 
subjected Kyle Byfield at least to the 
risk of some injury caused. 

“She does not accept that, in doing so, 
she had any intention to do really seri- 
ous injury or to kill.” 

Mr Blake said Mr Byfield, who was a 
“popular and hard working man”, fin- 
ished work at the town’s Hella ware- 
house, then headed into the town cen- 
tre. Later, he joined best friend Jake 
Orwa at his mother’s Harlech Close 
home, after 1.30am on April 16. 

Mr Orwa and Capell were drinking 
with others at the house. 

The prosecutor said Mr Orwa, Mr 
Byfield and Capell left the house and 
bought alcohol before arriving at 
Capell’s Jubilee Close home shortly af- 
ter 6.15am. 

He said Capell became angry with 
Mr Byfield and the pair started argu- 
ing, with the defendant throwing a mug 
across her living room and threatening 
to stab the victim. 

He said she then ran into the kitchen, 
before returning with a 20cm knife 
which she used to stab Mr Byfield, caus- 
ing him to drop to his knees. 

Mr Blake told jurors Mr Orwa grabbed 
the knife before dialling 999. Paramed- 
ics arrived at about 7.30am. 

He said Mr Orwa told a 999 emergency 
operator that Mr Byfield had fallen on 
glass, after agreeing to “go along” with

a story suggested to him by Capell. 

Mr Blake said as paramedics had 
fought to save Mr Byfield’s life, Capell 
disposed of the knife in a newspaper 
storage box outside Broad Street’s A 
and Y Grocers. 

The prosecutor said Mr Orwa left 
paramedics with Mr Byfield and went 
to half-sister Danielle Orwa’s house, 
where he told her about the stabbing. 

Mr Blake said a pathologist found 
Mr Byfield died of a stab to the chest. 

The trial, before Judge Patrick Ec- 
cles, continues.

A WAREHOUSE worker, 
who admitted possessing 
cannabis so that he could 
deal the drug, has been 
spared jail because a judge 
was shown his positive work 
reference. 

Nathan Wilkins, 25, pleaded 
guilty to possession with intent 
to supply the Class-B drug. 

Oxford Crown Court was told 
that Wilkins, of Chetwode, Ban- 
bury, was arrested by police on 
May 6, while he was riding his 
bike. 

Cathy Olliver, prosecuting, 
told the court last Thursday that 
the officers had found him car- 
rying three wraps of cannabis. 

She said: “At home, they found 
two Tupperware tubs, contain- 
ing cannabis, and notepaper 
showing numbers in columns 
and cash amounts.” 

Ms Olliver said officers had 
found about £350 worth of 
skunk cannabis in the property. 

She added: “Mr Wilkins said 
the cannabis wraps were for his

own use and the cannabis at 
home belonged to a friend.” 

Ms Olliver told the court that 
there were text messages on the 
defendant’s phone, suggesting 
he had been dealing drugs. 

One of the messages read: 
“Can you sort some Base, 
mate”, which was thought to 
refer to amphetamines. 

Ms Olliver said £760 in cash 
was also discovered, but it was 
said to be “winnings from a bet- 
ting shop”. 

Jenny McVeigh, defending, 
said her client’s account of 
events was that he had been 
asked “by another to hold the 
drugs for him”. 

She added: “He maintains he 
was not involved in the selling 
of the drugs on that other per- 
son’s behalf”. 

Ms McVeigh said the figures 
on the notepaper referred to 
cash amounts that Wilkins had 
lent to friends and family, in- 
cluding his sister. 

She urged Judge Zoe Smith to 
consider imposing a suspended 


sentence on Wilkins. 

Ms McVeigh said Wilkins had 
stopped using cannabis and 
would not have been able to 
keep his job at a Bicester ware- 
house if he was still using it. 

Judge Zoe Smith told Wilkins: 
“You were stopped by police 
and were found to have on you 
three wraps of cannabis. When 
your home was searched, you 
had, in two Tupperware tubs, 
a further 22 grams of cannabis, 
worth about £350. And you had 
text messages on your phone, 
indicating dealing in the past.” 

But Judge Smith told Wilkins 
she had decided not to impose a 
custodial sentence. 

She added: “Since 2012, you 
have taken steps to turn things 
around and I have been very 
impressed by your work refer- 
ence.” 

The judge imposed a 12-month 
community order, with an un- 
paid work requirement of 200 
hours. Wilkins was also ordered 
to pay court costs of £1,300, plus 
a victim surcharge of £60.

Hospitals 
win award 
for digital 
strategies 


OXFORDSHIRE’S hospitals 
have won an award for the 
success of its use of 
electronic patient records 
and drug prescribing. 

The Oxford University 
Hospital Foundation Trust — 
which runs The Horton 
General Hospital in Banbury 
—won digital hospital of year 
award at the EMI health 
awards. 

The trust was granted the 
accolade for the steps it has 
taken towards establishing a 
fully digital hospital using 
electronic patient records 
(EPR) and electronic 
prescribing and medicines 
administrations (ePMA). 

Chief clinical information 
officer Dr Paul Altmann said: 
“We implemented a number 
of solutions over the past few 
years to improve our digital 
strategy, including plans to 
take paper out of the system, 
improve clinical decision 
support and make use of the 
rich sources of information 
to further transform care.” 

The trust now administers 
more than 20,000 drugs daily 
using the ePMA viaa 
computer at the patients’ 
bedsides and sent to the 
pharmacy to be 
automatically packaged and 
labelled. 

It has also installed the 
electronic system 
Millennium to store and 
manage patient information 
and allow clinical staff can 
now order diagnostic tests 
and view results 
electronically. 

The EMI is the only 
dedicated healthcare IT 
award scheme and offer 12 
categories.

Go ahead for solar farm 


Approval against advice 
from planning officers

A SOLAR farm which could 
power over 1,500 homes a year 
has been approved against 
planning officers’ recommen- 
dations. 

The 20,000-panel solar farm will 
cover 11 hectares of farmland at 
Hill Farm, which sits half way be- 


tween Duns Tew and Deddington. 
Officers felt visually the solar 
farm would have an adverse affect 
on the countryside but Cherwell 
District Councillors disagreed 
and said panels were “adequately 
shielded” from public view. 
Cherwell District Council’s lead 
member for planning, Michael 
Gibbard, said: “National plan- 
ning guidelines encourage local 
authorities to approve the provi- 
sion of renewable energy sources, 
except when the development will 
cause such damage to the local 
area that the negatives outweigh 


the positives. While we do accept 
this is a large development, the 
applicant has put a lot of thought 
into protecting views from the 
surrounding countryside by 
shielding the site with natural 
borders of flowers and trees. 

“Furthermore, there are very 
few homes within the immediate 
locality which would be affected 
by the introduction of a solar 
farm to the area. 

“Members therefore agreed this 
was a Suitable location to permit 
the development which will help 
contribute towards sustainable 


energy production for future gen- 
erations.” 

Thousands of panels will be set 
in rows from east to west and are 
expected to be in operation for 
about 25 years. 

The development’s applicant, 
Earthworm Energy Limited, has 
also said it will build wildflower 
buffers, grassland and trees along 
the site boundaries, in an effort to 
help minimise the impact on the 
landscape. 

The solar panel will create 
enough energy to power 1,515 
homes each year. 


Apply for schools 


SCHOOL applications for Oxfordshire 
children due to start primary or 
secondary in September 2016 have 
opened online. 

Families with children born between 
September 2011 and August 2012 should 
visit the county council website at 
oxfordshire.gov.uk, to find out how to 
apply.

The council accepts postal applications, 
but recommends its online process as it 
speeds up administration and gives an 
automatic confirmation. Postal forms 
and booklets are available from schools, 
nurseries and County Hall in Oxford.

A silver pendant with a Hebrew 
acronym inscribed on the front, 
meaning “Thou Art Mighty Forever 
oh Lord”, was found in July 2014 in 
Stadhampton by Paul Thompson on 
land owned by George Farrant. 

A medieval gold finger ring was 
discovered in Broughton Poggs by 
Graham Batchelor, which was also 
classed as treasure. It was found in 
December 2014 on land owned by Mr 
Pearce. 

Finally a gold strip, in the shape 
of aslender leaf was discovered in 
November 2014 by Paul Mason on 
the land of Tim Hook in Cote.

STAFF at an outdoor learning 
centre, which had thousands 
of pounds worth of equip- 
ment stolen, have spoken of 
their gratitude to fundraisers 
who enabled them to carry on.

War memorial’s 
legal protection 


A MEMORIAL honouring those who 
served in both World Wars has been 
awarded listed building status by 
Historic England. 

The 1922 
monument in 
People’s Park, 
Banbury, has been 
designated a Grade 
II building, 
meaning that it is 
considered of 
“special historic 
interest”. 

Approval for the 
listing was given by 
Secretary of State 
for Culture, Media 
and Sport John 
Whittingdale MP after Historic England 
submitted its recommendations. 

The listing came into effect on 
September 23. Banbury Town Council 
leader Kieron Mallon said: “The 
monument is something that Banbury 
people are rightly proud of. 

“The memorial is the centrepiece of 
the wreath-laying ceremony in Banbury 
on Remembrance Sunday each year, and 
to know that it is now a protected 
monument will be appreciated by many. 

“T know it will be particularly 
appreciated by the descendants of those 
whose names are carved in the stone and 
to the veterans who turn out to 
remember fallen comrades.” 

Historic England analysis officer 
Susan Thompson said: “Listing helps us 
to mark a building’s significance and 
celebrate its special architecture and 
historic interest. It provides protection 
so that the monument’s special interest 
can be properly considered in managing 
its future.”

SICARIO (15, 121 mins) Thriller/ 
Action. Emily Blunt, Josh Brolin, 
Benicio Del Toro.

FILMMAKER Denis Villeneuve 
made an impressive English 
language debut in 2013 with the 
nihilistic thriller Prisoners, 
starring Hugh Jackman and 
Jake Gyllenhaal. 

Before he takes charge of the 
sequel to Blade Runner, the 
director dazzles with this edge- 
of-seat assault on unbitten nails, 
glimpsing America’s war on 
drugs through the eyes of an 
FBI agent, who is naive about 
the full extent of her 
government’s covert activities. 

Sicario, Spanish for hitman, is 
tautly paced and expertly 
scripted by Taylor Sheridan, 
who sidesteps glib solutions to a 
complex global epidemic. 

Instead, he skilfully weaves 
together sinewy subplots 
involving morally flawed 
characters on both sides of the 
Mexican border, building up a 
richly detailed picture of the 
blurred lines between 
authorities and the traffickers. 

Desperation drips like rivulets 
of sweat from every expertly 
crafted frame and Villeneuve 
heightens our discomfort with 
thrillingly orchestrated action, 
including a mesmerising finale 
that exposes sins under the 
cover of darkness using night 
vision and thermal imaging. 

At the blackened heart of the 
film is a tour-de-force 
performance from British 
actress Emily Blunt, whose 
steely-nerved heroine might 
have to sacrifice more than her 
idealism in the crucible of 
machismo and political double- 
dealing. 

She plays Kate Macer, part of 
the FBI’s Special Weapons and 
Tactics team, which is at the 
forefront of the war against 
drugs on American soil. 

Flanked by her partner, Reggie 
Wayne (Daniel Kaluuya), Kate 
storms a safe house and 


uncovers dozens of corpses. 

Soon after, a government agent 
named Matt Graver (Josh 
Brolin) asks Kate to join his top- 
secret task force, which intends 
to cripple the cartel fronted by 
Rafael (Raoul Trujillo) from the 
top down. 

Haunted by the loss of men 
under her command, Kate 
willingly signs up and she heads 
to El Paso for her briefing, 
where she learns that she will be 
venturing on to Mexican soil. 

A Colombian former 
prosecutor with a personal 
vendetta (Benicio Del Toro) 
joins the task force. 

Bullets fly and Kate’s 
conscience is spattered in blood 
as she witnesses first-hand 
shocking brutality in violation 
of the laws she vowed to uphold. 

Blunt is terrific in a physically 
and emotionally demanding 
role, clashing with Brolin’s cold 
and pragmatic leader, who 
believes the means always 
justify an end that is favourable 
to US interests.

Cake Bookworm 


The Heart Goes Last by Margaret 
Atwood, hardback by Blooms- 
bury, £18.99 (ebook £7.79) 
ALTHOUGH cast in the same mould 
as her more recent work - the 
dystopian trilogy that began with 
Oryx And Crake - Atwood's latest 
novel lacks the ingenuity of its 
predecessors. 

It opens in North America, a few 
years hence. An ordinary couple - 
Stan and Charmaine - are battling 
for survival amidst social and eco- 
nomic collapse. They are reduced 
to surviving on scraps, living in a car 
and running the gauntlet of gangs. 
One day, opportunity knocks in the 
form of the Positron Project; a so- 
cial experiment offering a suburban 
haven from the chaos. The catch? 
Every other month is spent in 
prison. It is quite clearly a Faustian 
pact with the devil, but our hapless 
couple jump at the chance. 

It’s not long before the cracks 
begin to show and the pair find 
themselves embroiled in an increas- 


ingly implausible chain of events. 
The rationale behind the project 
remains obscure, weakening a 
satire on the deadening effects of 
suburban life. 

On the plus side, the novel includes 
its fair share of sideswipes at the 
sex trade, trends towards social 
cleansing and the delusions of the 
positive thinking movement. 


The Diver's Clothes Lie Empty by 
Vendela Vida, hardback by 
Atlantic Books, £14.99 (ebook 
£5.39) 

You're not supposed to judge a 
book by it’s cover, but in this case, 
the mysterious front is incredibly 
fitting for such an enigmatic psy- 
chological thriller. The story starts 
with a nameless American woman 
travelling alone to Morocco. There 
are increasingly strange events 
which escalate in the revelation of 
what caused the heroine to flee to 
this far-flung location. Vendela Vida 
has made the unusual choice to 


write in the second-person singular, 
so everything is described from the 
point of view of “you” doing it. It’s 
an effective device that puts the 
reader squarely in the shoes of the 
protagonist. 


Trigger Mortis by Anthony 
Horowitz, hardback by Orion, 
18.99 (ebook £9.99) 

HOROWITZ steps into the shoes of 
lan Fleming to keep alive the liter- 
ary reincarnation of Her Majesty's 
most famous secret agent. Set 
against the backdrop of the late 
1950s space race, 007 tackles Soviet- 
backed Korean psychopath Jason 
Sin as he attempts to blow up Man- 
hattan and thwart the US rocket 
programme. Horowitz's go at 007 
is a fast-paced Cold War thriller that 
should please literary Bond fans. 
But it sometimes feels like a mod- 
ern take on a period series. Bond 
doesn't seem as brutal as Fleming's 
original and a 21st-century morality 
seems to seep through.

THERE’S a lot of new things 
on the horizon for Aston 
Martin — a Bond film, a new 
generation of cars and a 
partnership with AMG. 

These are still to come, how- 
ever, and in the meantime, the 
car that began the Aston Martin 
revival has been refreshed. 

This GT version is the final 
hurrah for the DB9, the V12 
grand tourer that has best en- 
capsulated the notion of a mod- 
ern Aston Martin in the 21st 
century. 

The GT receives unique alloy 
wheels, black detailing to the 
front and rear aerodynamic el- 
ements, black brake callipers 
and detail changes to the head 
and tail lights. The long-serving 
6.0-litre engine gets a power 
boost too. 

Given its age it is remarkable 
how little the DB9’s shape has 
changed over the last decade. 
The black-finished front split- 
ter and rear diffuser are nice 
touches and the new wheels are 
a delight. 

Those looks are still guaran- 
teed to turn heads. British, styl- 
ish and relatively discreet — just 
like a certain secret agent. 

The DB9 is better than it used 


The 2015 Aston Martin DB9 GT heralds a big year for the marque 


to be in this respect, although 
it’s best suited to two adults with 
the possible occasional inclu- 
sion of a pair of small children. 
It’s a grand tourer in the tradi- 
tional sense, so there’s an inti- 
mate cabin for the two up front 
and 155 litres of space for your 
weekend luggage in the boot. 

The DB9 GT isn’t just a high 
performance grand tourer, it isa 
car that delivers a genuine sense 
of occasion. Sliding behind the 
wheel into the beautifully fin- 
ished cabin makes you feel spe- 
cial — firing up the V12 engine 
confirms it. 

Driven sensibly, the DB9 GT 


is low effort and comfortable. 
The ride is well judged, keeping 
everything level and stable but 
filtering out road pimples, while 
the automatic gearbox marshals 
the huge amount of torque. 

The quality of materials is 
superb. Flawless stitching in 
the beautiful leather, glinting 
chrome and carpet you want to 
dig bare feet into. 

James Bond would buy one 
if he didn’t get an Aston in his 
company car scheme. It’s be- 
come an Aston Martin icon in its 
own lifetime, and while there is 
a new car on the horizon, it has 
large shoes to fill. Bewitching. 


Hi-tech help or hindrance? 
Research shows reliance on gadgets 


NEW cars are being fitted with 
more and more driver aids, but is 
this proliferation of assistance 
becoming more of a distraction? 

Every new car is fitted with an 
increasing number of driver 
assistance and safety systems, 
while some of the most hi-tech can 
automatically stop a car to prevent 
a collision. 

All of this is very admirable and 
undoubtedly will save lives and 
lower insurance premiums, but are 
some more of a distraction than a 
help? 

Research by GoCompare shows 
1.2 million UK drivers say they 
have had a near miss due toa 
dashboard warning. 


Among the most common safety 
warnings to flash up are for seat 
belts, ABS anti-lock brakes, parking 
sensors and parking functions. 

Matt Oliver, of GoCompare, said: 
“Hi-tech features are designed to 
help drivers and improve the 
driving experience, but our 
research demonstrates they can be 
a dangerous distraction as they 
divert attention from the road. 

“Even using hands-free or voice- 
activated technology can affect 
your concentration as they require 
you to think about something 
other than what is ahead.” 

This view is supported by 
research by the University of 
Warwick. It found in-vehicle 


information systems increase the 
driver's workload and cause 
distraction. 

Most drivers tend to slow down 
when their brain needs more time 
to take in information, which could 
have serious ramifications, 
particularly on motorways. 

Another unexpected outcome is 
that lazy motorists come to rely on 
driver aids rather than using their 
own judgement. 

While conscientious drivers use 
the aids as intended — to help out if 
danger is looming - there is 
growing evidence some drivers 
use them to let the car do much of 
the driving while they focus on 
things such as using their phone.
